Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments on paragraph three of page 19 of Applicant's response are 
persuasive. Taylor et al. disclose a system and method for addressing the paradoxes 
and problems associated with the Knowledge Economy, and the transition to it. The 
system and method of the present invention create a unified experience of work that 
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scales from individual thought processes to the building and using of a global system of 
commerce. Described in several levels of recursion, the system and method of the 
present invention integrate, into a single system and method several discrete Sub- 
Systems and methods that comprise a myriad of now unintegrated tools and processes 
that are conducted across contradictory and non-collaborative environments. However, 
Taylor does not disclose or suggest the claimed invention, as expressly recited in the 
claims, and as defined in the specification. 

The incorporated references have 
not been considered.
